COURSE ACTIVITIES 

1 . Advanced Intelligence Seminar 

Memoranda and advance reading kits have been sent to 23 registrants 
for the AIS which opens 8 September. All components, including the 
Office of the Director, will be represented in the new class. Two 
additional students will be selected. 

The AIS kits contain six items: President Nixon's report to Congress 
titled "U.S. Foreign Policy for the 1970's;" the Director's recent address 
on "Global Intelligence and the Democratic Society;" the 1971 New York 
Times series on foreign policy; Peter Drucker's article, "The Surprising 
Seventies;" the epilogue to Jean-Francoi s Revel's book, Without Marx or 
Jesus; The New American Revolution Has Begun ; and the final section of 
Prof. Brzezinski's book Between Two Ages , which discusses America's role 
and the changing international scene in the "Technetron ic" era. Some 
classified material in addition to an administrative briefing will be given 
the class at Headquarters in a pre-course meeting on 3 September.
